The following letter was received by 
Mrs. Frank Garland from her son. 

November 23, 1918 
Dear Mother:— 

I wrote a letter to you a coUpIe of 
days ago, but as tomorrow is Novem- 
ber 24, and the day set for all American 
soldiers to write a letter home, I am 
only to glad to do so and I hope that 
you receive it just before Christmas as 
it will be the only remembrance that I 
will be able to send to you this Chriat- 
mas, 80 I wish you a Merry Christmas 
and a very happy New Year and it will 
only be a very few months before I will 
be spending the time with you. 

We are still in our little huts that we 
made, but expect lo move any doy arid, 
aa you have probably read in the papers 
that our Division is one of those picked 
to go to Germany as occupation troops, 
which means that it is one of the beat 
over here and the talk is that it will be 
one of the first home, which sounds 
good to me. 

We have fair weather here since the 
shooting stopped but it is cold. We 
have plenty of warm clothes. 

I was one of the lucky ones in my 
company to draw a ten-day pass to one 
of the Government's pleasure resorts, 
had my roll all packed and about two 
hours before it was time to start the 
passes were cancelled. 

The French people surely are very 
joyful about the end of the war. Paris 
lighted up her streets and windows the 
night of the signing of the arrnistice 
for the first time in four years, So, you 
see It must huve been a greot relief. 

I have been in the Toul sector not 
far from Metz and have been not far 
from Paris but have nevfir had a chance 
to see it, nor to see ariything but ruins 
except when we were on our way up 
here. But I might see more on my 
way home. The boys are all- anxious 
to get home now that the fighting is 
over. 

I see by the paper that the boys in 
the Btales are going to be mustered out 
quite fast. They are lucky, in a way 
but, on the other hand, they 'can never 
say they were in the fighting. But, 
God knowB, most of the soldiers that 
were in It, have surely gone through 
H— , if there is any. 

I am thankful I am as well as I ever 
was and more so, if anything. And, 
mother, I am beginning to think 1 will 
be able to eat Easter dinner with you 
instead of the Fourth of ^uly. It took 
the Americans to do the job and in 
double quick time. 

^ By the way, 1 have seen lots of 
prisoners of allnationalitiea marching 
down Jhe roads. They have, been re- 
leased by the Germans most of .them 
are French and Italians. They were 
made to work in the mines In Alsace- 
Lorraine for the Germana, They were 
very poorly dressed and looked as though 
the food was poor and nofmuch of it, 
but our boys gave them clothes and fed 
them. 

It gives we boys lots of pep to think 
that it won't be long before we take a 
boat ride again and. there won't be no 
subs to look out for. \ "- 

It is almost supper time, so will close 
for this tirtie with lots of Jove.

I will try to write you a line to let 
you know I got here o. k. had one h-I 
of a time getting from Paris, took 
about four hours and only about twen- 
ty miles, the truck wouldn't run, guesa 
the fellow didn't know how to drive It, 
It was l:30.a." m.^ when we got aupper. 

We had a very nice trip across. We 



bet that you can't say it right. The 
aeroplanes are so thick here and make 
80 much noise that I can hardly write. 
We are just a short distance from an 
aviation camp where they train flyers. 
They say it rains here one third of the 
time. We' expect to be in Paris for a 
few days next week and will then be 
assigned to sdme sort of work. I have 
not been able to get any track of Willie 
C. or Bernie B. yet am going to trv 
when I get to Paris. We are living in 
a tent here, there ore four in oursj we 
have a stove and it takes -four of us to 
keep it going and it is a very small one 
at that. Pood is scarce and tobacco 
still scarcer. Don't suppose you wilt 
get this for two or three weeks maybe 
not before Christmas. 

We cook bur meals in a camp kitchen 
on wheels and wash ^our dishes in a big 
tank both out doors which will be a 
nice job when It snows or rains. There 
are about eighteen of us in this camp.

'■sliould liavo their lungs carefully t-x- 
nmlned by a competent pbyKlclati. In 
fact. It Is desirable to have severaVox- 
anilnatlons made a niouili apart. . Such 
exuniinations caniiot bo made through 
the clothing nor can they be curried 
ouf/M two or three nihiuloa.

PRESIDENT POINCARE'S ADDRESS 

"Mr, President: Paris and France 
awaited you. with Impntleuce. They 
were eager to acclaim In you tho Illus- 
trious democrat whoso words and 
deeds were Inspired by exalted 
thought. 

"They had also a passionate desire 
to OlTcr thanks, In your person, to tho 
great republic of which you are the 
chief for (lie invaluable assistance 
which had been given spontaneously 
during this war to the defenders of 
right and liberty., 

"Some months ago you cabletl to me 
that the United States would send 
ever Increasing forces until the day 
should bo reached on which the allies' 
ai'jmles were able to submerge the 
enemy under nn ovenvholming (low of 
new divisions, nnd In effect for more 
than a year n steady stream of youth 
and energy has been poured out upon 
tlie shores of France. 

"No sooner had they landed (ban 
your gallant battalions, flred by their 
chief, General Pershing, flung them- 
selves Into the coudtnt with such a 
manly contempt of danger, such n 
smiling disregard of death, that our 
longer experience of this terrible war 
often moved us to counsel prudence., 
They brought with them, lu arriving 
here, the enthusiasm of crusaders 
leaving for tho Holy land.

"Should this guilt remain unpun- 
ished, could It be renewed, the most 
splendid victories would be In vnln. 

"Sir. President, Franco 1ms strug- 
gled, has endured, and has sufTered 
during four long years, she has bled 
at every vein; she has lost tho best 
of her children; she mourns for her 
youths. She yearns now, oven as you 
do, for a peace of justice and security.

Doctor Paee, After Servlno as Pro- 
vlalonal President, waa Formally 
Elected to That Office by DU - 
rect Universal Suffrage. 

London, Dec. 17. — Dr. Sldonlo Paes, 
president of Portugal, was shot and 
killed by an assassin shortly before 
midnight, while he was In a railway 
station at Lisbon. 

Advices from Lisbon reporting the 
assassination say that he was struck 
by three bullets. 

The president's assnllant, , named 
Jeetne, was killed by the cro\i>d. 

Dr. Sldonlo Paes, reported assas- 
sinated In Lisbon, had wielded a tre- 
mendous political power In Portugal 
for years. 

It was under his leadership that a 
revolutionary force a your ago this 
month overthrew the government of 
Dr. Alfoaso Costa and confiscated con- 
troL 

Doctor Paes was named provisional 
president and last April was formally 
elected to that ofllce,by direct univer- 
sal suffrage. 

While his regime moved under fair- 
ly normal conditions, tho president's 
life was constantly menaced by agents 
of political factions opposing. hUn. 

He was flred on December by nn 
nnldentlfled man, hut the shot missed 
Its mark. Other plots against his life 
were reported unearthed frequently. 

On one occasion the police of Opor- 
to raided a house and seized a score 
of political conspirators, together with 
63 bombs. 

Prior to his assumption of the pres- 
idency of Portugal, Doctor. Paes was 
Portuguese minister to Germany. It 
waa reported, Uut without substantia- 
tion, that the following rcvolutlonnry 
uprising was the result of German 
propaganda to prevent Portugal froai 
rendering assistance to the allies. 

Doctor Paes' first offlclal action as 
president was to decree religious and 
political toleration and grant am- 
nesty to all political offenders, except 
certain members of tho old republican 
government. ,

London, Dec. 17.— The second stage 
of the ptface negotiations probably w|ll 
last! two years. 

• This forecast coaies to tho. corre- 
spondent from a diplomatic souri.>e 
well Informed about the work ahead 
of the negotiators. Indeed, most diplo- 
mats agree that everything points to 
the peace negotiations having to be dl- 
.vlded Into two stages. Th3 first will 
be brief. It will concern itself primar- 
ily with the concluding of a pact by 
which demobilization and reconstruc- 
tion In all war zones can be proihptly 
undertaken. 

The second stage, however, will noc- 
casarlly take up a long period of time, 
since It will be devoted to tho wider 
Issues of the ISuroponn settlement-nnd 
tlic formntion of a league of nations. 



Admiral Badger Urges Appropriations 

Be Allowed to Make American 

Fleet Big aa Any. 

Washington, Dec, 14. — Appropria- 
tions to provide a navy for the United 
States by 102S as large as that of any 
country was urged by Admiral Badger 
of the general board of the navy be- 
fore the house naval committee. Ho 
declared the United States and Eng- 
land together could police the seas. 
One hundred and fifty German and 
sevea Austrian submarines were sunk 
In tho war prior to August, Admiral 
Badger told the committee, quoting re- 
ports from Admiral Sims. He said 
that the Germans had built 331 subma- 
rines and thnt the Austrian underwa- 
ter fleet comprised only 35 craft, ten 
of which were obsolete. On August 1 
last. Admiral Badger said, the Ger- 
mans had 110 submarines operating in 
the Atlantic and 23 In the Jledlter- 
ranean, while at the same time Aus- 
tria had IS In the Mediterranean. 

Had the United States been fight- 
ing alone In the present war, the ad- 
miral said, Its lack of ships would 
have been serious and perhnps fatal, 
because It has been learned that the 
navy nuist be strong enougli not only 
to protect from Invasion, but also to 
drive the enemy's navy from the seas. 
He told the connnlttce thnt the 
country never has been nnd probably 
never will be again, as well prepared 
to build a powerful fleet as at present. 
Adndral Badger said the general 
board had recommended, before tho 
analstice, Instead of tho three-year 
program, as rccomnionded by Secre- 
tary Daniels, a six-yoar. providing for 
the construction of 12 battleships and 
12 battle cruisers. 

Germany had 0(1 capital ships In her 
navy. Including 10 dreadnnughts, when 
the war began, and had seven other 
dreadnaugbts undei construcllon, Ad- 
miral Badger sidd. He added that he 
believed work on the seven was d!s- 
condnued and material was used for 
subnmrine construction.., 

The Gorman gun that shelled Paris

and flred. 

"Y(ni, Mr. President, will bo able 
to nieasure with your own eyes tbo 
extontof the disasters and the French 
government will make known to you 
tbo authentic documents In widch the 
Germnn general staff developed with 
astounding cynicism Us program of 
plltngc and Industrial annlldlntlon. 
Your noble conscience will pronounce 
a verdict on these facts. 

"Should this guilt remain unpun- 
ished, could It bo renewed, the most 
splendid victories would bo in vain, 

"3Ir. Prcfihiont. Franco has strug- 
gled, has endured, and has suffered 
during four long years, she has bled 
at every vein; she has lost the best 
of her children; she inourn.s for her 
youths. She yearns now, even us you 
do, for a peace of Justice and security. 

"It was^not that she might he ex- 
posed once again to aggression that 
she.subndtted to such sacrifices. Nor 
wa& It la order Jhat criminals should 
go unpunished, that they might lift 
their heads again to nud:e ready for 
now crimes, that under your strong 
leadership America -armed 'herself and 
crossed the. ocean, 

"Peace must make amends. for the 
misery, and sadness of yesterday, and 
It must be a guarantee jigalnst the 
dangers of tomorrow. The association 
which has been formed for the pur- 
pose of war between the United States 
aad the allies, and which contains tho 
seed of Uio permanent Institutions of 
which yon have spoken so eloquently, 
wHl'flnd from this day forward a clear 
and profitable employment In the con- 
certed senrch for enultahic decisions 
and In the mutual support \yhlch wo 
need If wb mnku our right prevail." 



MOB KILLS THE ASSASSIN 



Doctor Paes, After Serving as Pro- 
vletonal Preeldentr waa Formally 
Elected to That Office by Dl- - 
rect Universal Suffrage. 

London, Dec, 17. — Dr. SIdonIo Paes, 
president of Portugal, was shot and 
killed by nn assassin shortly before 
midnight, while ho was In a railway 
station at LIsboa. , 

Advices from Lisbon reporting the 
assassination say that he was struck 
by throe bullets. 

The president's nssnflant. . named 
Jectne, was killed by the cro\fd. 

Dr. SIdonIo Paes, reported assas- 
sinated In Lisbon, had wielded a tre- 
mendous political power In Portugal 
for years. 

It was under his leadership that a 
revolutionary force a year ago this 
month overthrow the governraent of 
Dr. Alfonso Costa and coaflscated con- 
trol. 

Doctor Pnes was named provisional 
president and last April was forninlly 
elected to, tliat ofllce,by direct univer- 
sal suffrage. 

While his regime moved und_cr fair- 
ly normal conditions, the president's 
life was constantly menaced by agents 
of political factions opposing . him. 

He was fired on December by an 
unidentified man, but the shot missed 
Its mark. Other plots agalast his life 
were reported unearthed frequently. 

On one occasion the police of Opor- 
to raided a hotise and seized a score 
of political conspirators, together with 
B3 bombs. 

Prior to his assumption of the pres- 
idency of Portugal, Doctor, Pnes was 
Portuguese minister to Germany. It 
wna reported, hut wlthoiit substantia- 
tion, that tho following revolutionary 
uprising was the result of German 
propaganda to prevent Portugal from 
rendering assistance to the allies. 

Doctor Paes' first oflldal actloa ns 
president Avas to decree religious and 
political toleration and grant am- 
nesty to all political offenders, except 
certain menibora of tho old republican 
government. ,

- This forecast comes to the corre- 
spondent from a diplomatic source 
well Informed about the work nheud 
of the negotiators. Indeed, most diplo- 
mnts agree that everything polnt.s to 
the peace negotiations having to be dl- 
•vlded Into two stages. Ths (Irst will 
be brief. It will concern Itself primar- 
ily with the concluding of a pact by 
which dcMaobillzation and reconntruc- 
tinn in all war zones can be promptly 
undertaken. 

The second stage, however, will nec- 
essarily take up u longporloi! of time, 
since It will be devoted to the wider 
issues of the Kuropean settlementr-and 
the formatloa of a le'ague of nations. 



Admiral Badger Urges Appropriations 

Be Allowed to Make American 

Fleet Big as Any. 

AVaslilngton, Dec, 14. — Appropria- 
tions to provide a navy for the United 
States by 1025 as large as that of any 
country was urged by Admiral PudKcr 
of the general board of the mivy be- 
fore the house naval comndttee. He 
declared the United States aad Eng- 
land together could police the seas. 
One hundred and fifty German and 
sevea Austrlaa submarines were sunk 
In the war prior to August, Admlrol 
Badger told the committee, quoting re- 
ports from Admiral Sims. He said 
that the Germans had built U31 subma- 
rines and thnt the Austrlaa underwa- 
ter fleet coaiprlscd only Jl.'i craft, ten 
of which were obsolete. On August 1 
last, Admiral Badger said, the Ger- 
mans had 110 submarines operating In 
the Atlantic and 28 In the Mediter- 
ranean, while nt tho same time Aus- 
tria had 18 In the Mediterranean. 

Had the United States been fight- 
ing, alone In the present war, the ad- 
miral said, Its lack of ships would 
have beea serious aa<l perhaps fatal, 
hccause It has been learned that the 
navy nuist he strong enough not only 
to protect from Invasion, but also to 
drive the enemy's navy from the seas. 

He told the connnittce that tho 
country never, has boon and probably 
never will be afialn. as well prepared 
to build a powerful tlect as at present. 
Admiral Badger said the general 
hoard hnd recommended, before tho 
armistice, Instead of the three-year 
program, ns reconnneadod by Secre- 
tary Daniels, a slx-yonr, providing for 
the cnnstruction of 12 battleships and 
12 battle cruisers.
